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IN  THE  WAKE  OF  OBEDIENCE 

By  Elder  Melvin  J.  Ballard  of  the  Council  of  Twelve 


The  most  powerful  sermon  any  of  us 
shall  ever  preach  will  be  the  sermon  or 
our  lives.  I  should  like  to  draw  a 
lesson  that  I  feel  is  needed  just  now, 
from  the  life  sermon  of  President  Anthony 
W.  Ivins.  One  of  the  most  impressive 
things  that  has  touched  my  life  was  an 
act  of  his  years  ago.  As  a  young  man, 
I  was  active  in  the  same  political  party 
to  which  President  Ivins  belonged.  From 
a  convention  about  the  time  Utah  became 
a  state  an  invitation  was  sent  to  Presi- 
dent Ivins  to  accept  the  nomination  as 
the  first  Governor  of  the  state.  He 
turned  aside  frorn  that  inviting  offer,  full 
of  promises  and  hopes,  to  accept  a  call 
from  his  Church  to  go  on  a  colonizing 
mission  to  Old  Mexico,  though  it  meant 
not  only  financial  loss  to  him,  but  even 
the  giving  up  of  his  very  home.  This 
act  made  a  profound  impression  upon  mv 
life.  I  owe  to  President  Ivins,  by  reason 
of  it,   most  of  what  I  am. 


It  was  just  shortly  after  this  that  I  was 
graduated  from  the  Brigham  Young  Col- 
lege at  Logan,  Utah,  and  was  planning 
to  go  East  to  continue  my  work  at  Har- 
vard University,  for  I  had  aspirations 
and  hopes  to  acquire  a  higher  education. 
However,  being  without  immediate  funds 
to  accomplish  that,  'I  accepted  an  oppor- 
tunity to  teach  school.  I  thought  I  could 
save  enough  in  two  years  to  take  me 
through  at  least  a  year  at  Harvard.  In 
my  second  year  of  teaching  there  came 
into  my  class  a  very  charming  young 
woman,  who  was  later  to  become  my 
wife. 

Two  weeks  before  that  school  closed 
and  the  happy  event  of  our  marriage  was 
to  take  place,  I  received  a  call  from 
President  Wilford  Woodruff  to>  go  with 
Brothers  B.  H.  Roberts  and  George  D. 
Pyper  to  open  the  missionary  work  in  the 
large  cities  of  the  United  States.  That 
was  a  crushing  blow  to  all  my  hopes  and 
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aspirations,  as  I  had  worked  so  long  and 
planned  and  saved  to*  get  the  means  to 
continue  my  education.  My  wife  and  I 
debated  the  question  but  a  short  time, 
and  before  night  came  the  answer  had 
gone  back,  bidding  good-bye  to  our 
hopes,  then,  of  further  education.  The 
means  we  had  saved,  which  would  put  us 
through  the  first  year  of  college,  we  used 
on  that  mission.  It  is  true  we  got  mar- 
ried all  right,  but  she  stayed  home — the 
bride  of  two  weeks.  That  was  no  small 
trial  to  me.  She  volunteered  to  teach 
school  and  assist  me  in  the  completion 
of  that  mission. 

I  was  not  in  that  mission  long,  how- 
ever, until  the  greatest  disappointment 
of  my  life  came  in  the  release  from  the 
particular  work  in  which,  with  the  other 
brethren,  I  was  engaged,  and  an  assign- 
ment to  become  an  ordinary  travelling 
missionary.  The  call  came  at  a  time 
when  I  was  alone.  I  wept  all  night 
about  that,  and  the  devil  tempted  me  to 
quit  and  go  home.  But  I  thank  the  Lord 
that  I  turned  to  Him  for  aid  and  help. 
Before  morning  came  I  had  mastered  my 
own  spirit  and  had  written  a  letter 
accepting  the  disappointment. 

I  got  back  to  Harvard  University 
eventually,  but  I  was  thirty-five  years 
late.  I  was  installing  a  mission  presi- 
dent and  it  was  vacation  time.  As  I 
stood  on  the  threshold  of  that  great  in- 
stitution I  saw  myself  as  I  might  have 
come  thirty -five  years  earlier,  with 
hopes,  with  successes  that  might  have 
been ;  and  notwithstanding  I  appreciate 
titles  and  degrees,  I  was  not  disappointed. 
I  saw  on  the  other  hand  what  hart 
happened  to  me  :  Eleven  years  as  a 
bishop's  counsellor  and  high  councillor ; 
fourteen  years  as  a  missionary  of  the 
Church  ;  fifteen  years  as  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve — forty  years  of 
glorious  living  !  The  joy  that  had  come 
out  of  it,  the  honours  and  the  favours  of 
the  Almighty — I  would  not  exchange  for 
all  the  titles  and  degrees  that  Harvard 
offers,  much  as  I  admire  them,  if  I  had 
to  sacrifice  for  them  the  joys  and  the 
happiness  that  came  to  me  through  yield- 
ing obedience.  I  thank  the  Lord  for  the 
example  of  Anthonv  W.  Ivins,  whose 
course  and  conduct  impressed  me  at  that 
early  period  of  my  life,  and  has  in- 
fluenced me  right  throueh  until  this  day. 


This  is  the  lesson  that  I  have  learned  : 
If  I  do  what  the  Lord  wants  me  to  do  I 
shall  live  to  fulfil  my  life  in  the  fullest 
and  most  glorious  way.  I  cannot  always 
see  what  He  wants  me  to  do,  but  He 
often  inspires  those  whom  He  has  called 
and  appointed  to  direct  the  labours  of 
my  life,  so  that  if  I  am  obedient  to  them 
and  listen  I  shall  come  to  find  myself 
prepared. 

The  foundation  of  all  the  sorrows  and 
distresses  that  have  ever  come  to  men, 
from  the  very  beginning  until  this  day, 
have  come  through   disobedience.  No 

man  commits  sin  but  that  he  is  dis- 
obedient to  the  law  of  God  and  man.  I 
am  not  pleading  for  blind  obedience. 
There  are  two  ways  by  which  obedience 
may  be  secured.  It  is  true  that  obedi- 
ence may  be  had  by  force  and  compulsion. 
In  the  very  beginning,  when  the  Lord 
desired  to  know  whom  He  shoulcT  send 
to  represent  Him  here  in  the  earth,  who 
offered  themselves?  Two  glorious  sons 
of  God.  One  was  accepted  and  the  other 
was  rejected,  rejected  because  he  wouid 
demand  obedience  by  compulsory  means. 
That  was  Satan's  method,  but  it  was  not 
the  method  of  the  Christ.  Jesus  Christ 
had  the  power  to  whip  the  world  into 
absolute  obedience  in  the  three  years  of 
His  ministry,  if  He  had  only  used  His 
power.  But  He  did  not  use  it  to  bring 
men  to  bow  down  before  Him,  for  where 
there  was  no  faith  there  was  no  miracle. 
He  would  call,  persuade,  in  numerous 
ways  be  good  and  kind,  but  He  would 
not  force  the  human  mind. 

What  underlies  and  inspires  obedience 
in  this  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints?  It  is  obedience  through 
love,  not  obedience  through  force.  What 
was  it  that  prompted  the  Latter-day 
Saints  to>  love  their  prophet,  and  that 
caused  them  to  be  so  united  in  following 
him  and  his  teachings?  He  might  have 
asked   and    received.  Everything   tnat 

his  people  had  they  would  have  given  to 
him.  But  he  asked  for  nothing  save  the 
bare  necessities  of  life,  and  even  these  he 
shared    with    his    friends.  They    were 

never  in  anv  difficulty  but  that  he  was  at 
the  front,  between  them  and  their  ene- 
mies. 

The  very  last  act  of  his  life,  after  the 
mob  had  assailed  the  Carthage  prison  and 
had  slain  his  beloved  brother  Hyrum,  was 
to  walk  to  that  open  window  from  whence 
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the  bullets  of  the  mob  had  been  coming — 
and  he  knew  it  was  certain  death — that 
he  might  save  two  of  his  beloved 
brethren,  John  Taylor  and  Willard 
Richards.  So  that  from  the  beginning 
of  his  life  to  the  last  he  was  giving  him- 
self for  his  friends,  and  "  greater  love 
hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man  lay 
down  his  life  for  his  friends." 

Do  you  wonder  that  we  love  him?  We 
regard  him  as  one  of  God's  greatest  pro- 
phets. And  his  successors  down  to  this 
day  have  had  that  same  spirit  in  their 
hearts.  I  know  it  is  in  the  heart  of 
President  Heber  J.  Grant.  I  know  that 
the  only  motive  that  dominates  his  life  is 
to  do<  the  will  of  God  and  to  serve  this 
people. 

We  are  in  a  period  of  peace,  so  far  as 
the  Church  is  concerned,  but  the  enemy, 
who  has  fought  us  by  bonds  and  im- 
prisonment and  martyrdom,  has  not  quit 
the  fight.  Oh,  if  he  could  get  a  wedge 
between  the  people  and  their  leaders,  get 
us  to  quarrelling-,  get  us  to  disregard  that 
principle  that  has  brought  us  all  the  suc- 
cess that  we  have  ever  had,  from  the  very 
beginning,  the  principle  of  union  and 
obedience — if  he  could  do  this  it  would 
be  his  great  pleasure. 

Hence  here  is  another  principle  the 
Latter-day  Saints  must  learn  :  to  follow 
our  living  leaders.  The  Lord  calls  the 
right  men.  "  Whomsoever  I  the  Lord 
appoint  ye  shall  accept,"  the  Master  said. 
"  And  whosoever  receives  whom  I  send 
unto  you,  receives  me  and  receives  the 
Father." 

God  bless  us,  that  we  will  stifle  that 
spirit  that  would  criticise  and  find  fault. 
God  help  us  to  be  loyal  to  each  other, 
loyal  to  the  cause,  obedient  to  the  coun- 
sels of  those  whom  God  calls  to  direct  us  ; 
and  the  enemy  who>  has  sought  to  destroy 
us  shall  be  no  more  successful  in  new 
methods  than  he  was  through  bonds  and 
imprisonment  and  mob  violence.  God 
help  us  to'  be  true  under  every  trial. — -

CHURCHWIDE  NEWS. 

At  a  reorganization  of  the  General 
Superintendency  of  the  Deseret  Sunday 
School  Union  in  the  latter  part  of  1934, 
George  D.  Pyper  became  the  General 
Superintendent  with  Milton  Bennion  and 
Dr.   George  R.   Hill  as  assistants. 

Superintendent  Pyper  is  the  fifth  man 
to  hold  that  position  in  the  67  years  which 
it  has  existed.  He  succeeds  President 
David  O.  McKay,  who  was  sustained  at 
the  October  conference  as  a  member  of 
the  First  Presidency.  President  McKay 
became  general  superintendent  in  1918, 
and  at  that  time  Superintendent  Pyper 
became  his  second  assistant. 

At  a  reorganization  of  the  General 
Superintendency  of  the  Young  Men's 
Mutual  Improvement  Association  in  Janu- 
ary, 1935,  Albert  E.  Bowen,  a  prominent 
attorney  of  Salt  Lake  City,  became  the 
General  Superintendent  with  George  Q. 
Morris  as  assistant.  The  other  assistant 
had  not  been  selected. 

Superintendent  Bowen  succeeds  Elder 
George  Albert  Smith,  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve,  who  was  released  because  of 
a  general  policy  of  the  Church  to  release 
the  general  authorities  from  direct  super- 
vision of  the  auxiliary  organization, 
occasioned  by  the  increased  duties  evolv- 
ing upon  them  as  members  of  the  First 
Presidency  and  Council  of  the  Twelve.

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"MEN  OUGHT  ALWAYS  TO  PRAY" 

By  Dr.  Joseph  F.  Merrill 


We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  the  Lenten 
Season — one  observed  as  a  season  ol 
self-denial,  fasting  and  prayer,  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent,  by  a  number  of 
Christian  churches.  In  our  Church  this 
period  is  not  specially  thus  observed,  for 
•we  are  taught  "  to  pray  always,"  and  in 
the  name  of  the  Saviour;  and  every  month 
is  a  month  in  which  one  day  of  fasting  is 
enjoined  upon  the  Latter-day  Saints.  So 
we  are  in  full  harmony  with  the  idea  that 
fasting  and  praying  done  sincerely  and 
reverently  administer  to  our  spiritual 
needs. 

There  are  people  who  do  not  pray — 
who  profess  a  disbelief  in  the  value  and 
efficacy  of  prayer.  There  are,  on  the 
other  hand,  many  people  who  know  from 
experience  that  it  is  a  good  thing  to  pray. 
Which  is  the  better  witness— the  man 
who  does  not  know  or  the  man  who  does? 
Until  recent  times  the  rotundity  of  the 
earth  was  denied  even  in  the  face  of  testi- 
mony of  sailors  who  had  circumnavigated 
the  globe.  What  credence  can  be  given 
to  the  assertions  of  a  witness  who  testifies 
but  who  has  no  experience  with  or  know- 
ledge of  the  thing  about  which  he  speaks? 
Does  his  denial  carry  weight?  There  are 
few  people,  indeed,  who  know  from  per- 
sonal experience  of  the  existence  of 
Neptune,  giant  planet  of  our  solar  sys- 
tem. No'  unaided  human  eye  has  ever 
seen  this  planet,  because  it  is  so  far  away 
and  so  dimly  lighted,  yet  the  world  is  full 
of  people  who  believe  in  the  existence  of 
Neptune  because  reliable  astronomers 
have  testified  of  this  fact,  and  none  is  so 
foolish  as  to  deny  it. 

We  are  taught  to  prav  because  there  is 
value  in  prayer — many  persons  having 
thus  testified.  But  though  a  personal 
knowledge  of  the  existence  of  Neptune  is 
limited  to  a  very  few  individuals,  such  is 
not  the  case  with  the  value  of  prayer. 
The  existence  of  this  Church  is  based 
uoon  the  fact  that  God  answered  the 
simple  prayer  of  the  young  lad,  Joseph 
Smith,  who  went  into  the  woods  to  prav 
because  he  believed  in  the  declaration  of 
the  Apostle  James  (James  1  :  5-6)  that 
the  Lord  would  answer  the  prayer  of  faith 
of  him  who  was  in  need.  And  we  are 
not  told  that  the  Lord  will  limit  the 
favour  of  an  answer  to  a  few  only,   but 


He  promises  to  hear  anyone  who  lacks 
wisdom  and  Drays  with  a  faith  that  does 
not  waver.  And  multitudes  can  truth- 
fully testify  that  this  promise  has  been 
kept.  The  denials  of  scoffers  and  athe- 
ists to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
But  surely  the  testimony  of  even  one  who 
knows  counts  more  than  that  of  a  thou- 
sand who  do  not  know. 

Now,  Jesus  warned  (Luke  18  :  1) 
"  that  men  ought  always  to  pray,  and 
not     faint."  Here     was     the     greatest 

spiritual  authority  who  ever  lived  teach- 
ing the  value  of  prayer.  And  He  was 
giving  this  admonition  out  of  the 
abundance  of  His  experience.  If  He 
needed  to  pray,  how  much  more  do  we 
need  to  pray.  And  He  urged  that  we 
should  always  pray  "  and  not  faint." 
That  there  is  danger  in  fainting — of  be- 
coming discouraged — Jesus  well  knew. 
For  it  is  not  easy  to  pray  acceptably,  to 
pray  in  a  manner  that  warrants  an  ans- 
wer. There  is  danger  of  our  prayers  bein^ 
mere  words  devoid  of  a  faith  that  wavers 
not.  There  is  danger  also  of  our  prayers 
being  the  expression  of  selfish  or  foolish 
desires.  Hence,  there  is  need  of  our 
learning  how  to  pray  as  well  as  of  our 
doing  so  without  fainting. 

To'  prav  worthily  is  certainlv  to  bring 
to  our  aid  an  effective  uplift  in  righteous 
living.  If  we  are  unclean,  sinful,  un- 
repentant, or  conscious  of  ignoble 
motives,  we  cannot  have  the  type  of  faith 
that  James  declares  is  necessarv  to  an 
answered  prayer.  Hence,  in  going  to 
our  Heavenlv  Father  we  instinctivelv  feel 
that  we  must  go  repentant  and  with  pure 
motives  in  order  that  we  may  prav  in 
faith.  So  a  man  who  continuallv  prays 
sincerelv  is  one  who*  is  constantly  trying 
to  overcome  evil  and  live  rig-hteouslv. 
Thus  perhaps  there  is  no  single  factor 
that  contributes  more  to  saintly  living 
than      worthy      praver.  Undoubtedly. 

Tesus  fullv  understood  this.  And  even 
though  there  were  no  other  value  ;n 
rraver  (but  tlirrr  arc  other  values)  this 
incentive  to  riq-hteousness  is  a  value 
great  enough  to  warrant  anv  of  us  "  to 
prav  always."  not  onlv  during  Lent  but 
during  all  the  rest  of  the  year.  Praver 
is  a  habit  with  all  true  Latter-day 
Saints. 
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A  BROAD  GOSPEL. 

(To  =  day's  Two  Minute  Sermon.) 

The  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  properly 
taught  and  understood  inculcates  broad- 
ness, force  and  power. 

It  makes  intellectually  broad  and 
valiant   men. 

It  gives  to  men  good,  sound  judgment 
in  affairs  temporal  as  well  as  spiritual. 

These  are  reasons  why  it  is  worth  a 
young  man's  while  to  embrace  it.  Out- 
side of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  as 
taught  by  the  Latter-day  Saints,  and 
sometimes  within  the  fold,  we  frequently 
look  about  us  and  see  people  who  incline 
to  extremes,  who  are  fanatical.  We  may 
be  sure  that  this  class  of  people  do  not 
understand   the   gospel. 

They  have  forgotten,  if  they  ever 
knew,  that  it  is  very  unwise  to  take  a 
fragment  of  truth  and  treat  it  as  it  were 
the  whole  thing. 

While  the  first  principles  of  the  gospel, 
faith  in  God,  repentance,  baptism  for  the 
remission  of  sins,  and  the  laying  on  of 
hands  for  the  reception  of  -the  Holy 
Ghost,  the  healing  of  the  sick,  the  resur- 
rection, and  for  that  matter,  all  the 
revealed  principles  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ  are  necessary  and  essential  in  the 
plan  of  salvation,  it  is  neither  good  policy 
nor  sound  doctrine  to  take  any  one  of 
these,  single  it  out  from  the  whole  plan 
of  gospel  truth,  make  it  a  special  hobby 
and  depend  upon  it  for  our  salvation  and 
progress,  either  in  this  world  or  in  the 
world  to  come.       They  are  all  necessary. 

It  should  be  the  desire  of  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  to>  become  as  big  and  broad  as 
the  gospel  which  has  been  divinely  re- 
vealed to  them.  They  should,  therefore, 
hold  themselves  open  to  the  acceptance 
of  all  the  truths  of  the  gospel  that  have 
been  revealed,  that  are  now  being  re- 
vealed hereafter,  and  adopt  them  in  the 
conduct  of  their  daily  lives. 

By  honourable  and  upright  living,  by 
obedience  to  the  commandments  of  God, 
and  by  the  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  we  shall 
place  ourselves  in  a  position  to  work  out 
our  own  salvation  here  and  hereafter, 
"  with  fear  and  trembling,"  it  may  be, 
but  with  absolute  certainty. 

This  is  a  work  that  makes  every  soul 
who  engages  in  it  big  and  broad.        It  is 


a  life-work  worth  the  while  of  every  man 
in  the  world. — President  Joseph  F.

SCIENCE    AND    RELIGION. 

This  is  a  rapidly  growing  day.  Know- 
ledge is  increasing  beyond  the  capacity 
of  any  one  man  to  understand  and 
remember  it.  Science  is  changing  our 
lives  completely  by  the  application  of  its 
gifts  to  daily  life.  So>  overwhelming  is 
this  change  that  all  other  knowledge  is 
being  investigated  in  rhe  light  of  science 
— its  methods  and  results.  The  question 
is  constantly  asked,  "  Do  the  results  of 
science  confirm'  or  do  they  tend  to  dis- 
prove the  doctrines  of  religion?  "  The 
answer  comes  with  great  distinctiveness, 
as  our  knowledge  becomes  more  firmly 
established.  The  findings  of  science  con- 
firm and  enlarge  our  sound  religious 
views ;  and  science,  being  a  search  for 
truth,  stands  as  the  handmaid  of  religion, 
which  is  the  search  for  the  greatest  truth. 
Every  searcher  for  truth  works  in  behalf 
of  religion.  Every  new  truth  must  con- 
firm the  truth  of  religion.  Truth  is 
truth,  wherever  and  however  found,  and 
belongs  to  the  one  body  of  truth. 

"  A  man's  religion  must  not  give  the 
lie  to  the  world  in  which  he  lives."  If 
science  is  a  search  for  truth,  it  can  not 
be  opposed  to  religion  ;  if  religion  includes 
all  truth,  as  it  should,  it  must  look  upon 
science  as  a  handmaid.  The  old  conflict 
between  science  and  religion,  now  passing 
away,  has  resulted  from  an  imperfect 
science  and  an  incomplete  religion. 
"  Much  of  the  conflict  between  science 
and  theology  might  with  equal  accuracy 
be  described  as  the  conflict  between 
champions  of  scientific  views  admitted 
into  religious  thought  and  champions  of 
other  views  not  yet  admitted."  As 
scientific  knowledge  has  grown,  the 
fundamental  truths  of  religion  have  been 
more  and  more  confirmed ;  and  as  men 
have  come  nearer  to  the  true  religion, 
they  have  felt  more  kindly  towards  all 
manner  of  scientific  inquiry.  Latter-day 
Saints  admit  no  conflict  between  true 
science  and  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ ; 
but  they  distinguish  sharplv  between  fact 
and  hypothesis ;  that  which  is  verifiable 
and  verified  and  that  which  is  unverifiable 
and  unverified. — M.I. A.   Manual.

FAMILY  PRAYER. 

Family  Prayer  is  a  time-honoured  in- 
stitution in  many  Latter-day  Saint  homes. 
From  the  very  first,  Church  leaders  have 
counselled  them  in  the  wonderful  privi- 
lege of  uniting  their  faith  in  family  prayer 
service. 

This  was  one  of  the  greatest  single 
means  of  uniting  these  families,  men 
women  and  children,  in  fortifying  them 
against  hardships  and  persecutions.  The 
spirit  of  prayer  rests  more  fully  upon  the 
individual  in  the  home  when  family 
prayer  is  indulged  in. 

Many  wonderful  testimonies  have  been 
given  by  leaders  and  prominent  members 
of  the  Church  showing  the  value  of  family 
prayers. 

The  counsel  and  advice  given  by  the 
past  and  present  leaders  of  the  Church 
concerning  family  prayer  is  just  as 
important  to  the  individual  and  collective 
welfare  of  members  to-day  as  it  was  when 
those  physical  hardships  were  being  ex- 
perienced. Hardships  confront  us  to- 
day. Assuredly  they  are  different  than 
the  hardships  of  the  pioneer,  but  they  are 
of  sufficient  weight  to  require  the  com- 
bined faith  of  families  who  are  called  to 
face  them. 

Family  prayer  accompanied  by  faith, 
remembering  that  faith  without  works  is 
dead,  is  a  wonderful  solution  for  ills  of 
the  present  day  and  is  a  source  of 
strength  with  which  to  face  trouble,  sick- 
ness and  privation.  Emphasis  should  be 
placed  on  family  prayer,  where  all  mem- 
bers of  a  family  kneel  in  humility  and 
combine  their  faith  for  the  blessings  of 
the  Lord. 

The  leaders  of  the  Church  have  often 
expresed  some  very  decided  views  on 
family  prayer.  Brigham  Young  once 
said  : 

"  When  you  get  up  in  the  morning,  be- 
fore you  suffer  yourself  to  eat  one  mouth- 
ful of  food,  call  your  wife  and  children 
together,  bow  down  before  the  Lord,  ask 
Him  to  forgive  your  sins,  and  protect  you 
through  the  day,  to  preserve  you  from 
temptation  and  all  evil,  to  guide  your 
steps  aright,  that  you  may  do  something 
that  day  that  shall  be  beneficial  to  the 
Kingdom  of  God  on  the  earth." 


On  another  occasion  he  said  : 

"  A  father — the  head  of  the  family — 
should  never  miss  calling  his  family 
together  and  dedicating  himself  and  them 
to  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  asking  the  guidance 
and  direction  of  His  Holy  Spirit  to  lead 
them  through  the  day — that  very  day.  If 
we  do  this  every  day,  the  last  day  we  live 
we  will  be  prepared  to  enjoy  a  higher 
glory. ' ' 

Another  president  of  the  Church,  Joseph 
F.    Smith,   said  on  the  subject  : 

"  Family  and  secret  prayers  should  be 
observed,  not  alone  to  comply  with  the 
commandment  of  the  Lord,  but  because 
of  the  wonderful  blessing  to  be  gained." 

Many  have  testified  of  these  blessings. 
Latter-day  Saint  families  cannot  afford  to 
neglect  this  important  privilege.  They 
should  seek  the  Lord  as  families  as  well 
as  individuals,  and  collectively  as  a 
Church  congregation.  It  is  equally  as 
important  that  the  family  receive  the  pro- 
tection and  divine  direction  of  a  kind 
Heavenly  Father  as  for  the  individual  or 
the  Church. — (Deseret  News,  Church 
Section,  24th  December,   1934.)

Permit  us  to  express  our  great  appre- 
ciation for  the  wonderful  welcome  we 
have  received  from  the  members  and 
friends  of  the  Church,  missionaries,  Presi- 
dent and  Sister  Dalton  and  family.  We 
sorrow  with  you  in  the  departure  of 
President  Dalton  and  family  as  our  hearts 
were  touched  also  with  their  love  and 
zeal.  We  are  thankful  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  for  this  privilege  of  coming  to 
South  Africa  and  are  earnest  in  our 
desire  to>  be  of  service  to  Him  in  this 
part   of    His   vineyard. 

Our  journey  from  Utah  was  very  plea- 
sant and  instructive.  We  visited  in 
Chicago,  Washington,  and  New  York 
before  leaving  our  native  land.  We  were 
in  charge  of  twenty-four  splendid  young 
missionaries  from  New  York  to  South- 
ampton, assigned  to  labour  in  several  of 
the  missions  of  the  European  Mission.

The  voyage  from 
Southampton  via  Madeira  and  across  the 
equator  was  very  restful.  We  made 
some  very  charming  acquaintances  on  the 
ship  and  hope  to'  see  some  of  our  ship 
mates   while  we   remain    in   this   country. 

The  thrill  which  we  received  when 
entering  Table  Bay  on  25th  March  is  one 
long  to  be  remembered.  The  dawn  was 
just  breaking  and  had  cast  a  silver  sheen 
upon    the    waters    of    the    bay.  Table 

Mountain,  Lion's  Head  and  Devil's  Peak 
were  outlined  in  the  growing  light.  We 
were  met  at  the  boat  by  President  and 
Sister  Dalton,  Sister  Alice  Botha,  Brother 
and  Sister  Alvin  Park  and  Elders  Smith, 
Clarkson,  WToolley,  Bates,  Badger  and 
Durham,  and  were  immediately  taken  to 
their  arms.  We  knew  at  once  that  we 
had  come  home. 

To  one  that  has  been  away  from  this 
land  for  fifteen  years  and  returns  to 
"  Cumorah  "  where  so  many  happy  days 


of  his  life  were  spent,  time  seems  to  have 
stood  still  and  that  it  has  all  been  a 
dream.  However,  the  work  has  pro- 
gressed beyond  conception  and  conditions 
have  so  changed  that  the  success  of  this 
work  seems  assured.  It  is  grand  to  meet 
old  friends  and  to  be  privileged  to  be 
warmly  greeted  by  new  friends   as  well. 

The  progress  of  the  Church  in  this  land 
is  consistent  with  the  steady  progress  of 
the  Church  throughout  the  world. 
Recently  new  stakes  have  been  organized 
in  California  and  New  York,  so  that  the 
organization  of  the  Church  now  extends 
across  the  United  States  from  coast  to 
coast  and  from  Canada  on  the  north  to 
Mexico    on    the    south.  In    1830    the 

Church  was  organized  with  six  members, 
now  the}'  number  over  700,000.  The
